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Little Economies for Careful Housekeepers | 


N France the economical housewife always | 
keeps a stock pot or soup kettle on the 
of her kitchen stove. Every morsel of 
e, gristle, and the trimmings of any kind 
meat must go into it, and even if the family 
es not care for soup, the pot will contain 
wherewithal to make gravy for meat that 
cooked a second time, and thus add very 
uch to the nourishment as well as to the 
voriness of the viands. 

(ne of the most wasteful things a housewife 
in order is two or three pounds of mutton 
utlets. The best of butchers will only send 
er a dish of neck chops, far too thick for cut- 
ets, and yet not thick enough to be cut 
hrough. But if she orders two or three | 
ounds of the best end of a neck of mutten | 
he can cut a lovely dish of nice cutlets from 
t, and have sundry bones and oddments for 
er stock pot, besides some fat to melt down 
lor Irying. 

l’otatoes will go as far again if boiled in their 
skins, and either skinned rapidly before the

tablespoonfuls of butter and a dash of paprika; | 
when the butter is melted, pour in a teacup 
ful of cream or rich milk to which a pinch of 
baking-powder has been added. When this 


mixture is very hot, drop in the oysters. 


Cook until the edges curl, salt to taste and 
serve on buttered toast 

A Tasry Disu.—Take some cold spinach, 
seasoned well, and spread it on the bottom of 
a baking-dish. Over it put some hard-boiled 
eggs, cut in halves. Turn over this a sauce 
made of a cupful of milk, a tablespoonful of 
flour, a tablespoonful of butter, a quarter of a 
cuplul of grated cheese, a little salt and pep- 
per.

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The Evils of Nagging and Scolding 
rN GRUESOME tale was told to the magis 


trate by a man who had murdered his 
child. His wife *‘drove him to it.’’ Did she 
drink ? No; she never drank, and she was a 
good wife, but (oh! that formidable but) she 
scolded him out of his wits! 

We all hate a scold, but scolding has to be 
done occasionally. We are compelled to scold 
our children when they are naughty, ou 
servants when they prove disobedient ; least 
and last of all should a woman scold her hus 
band if she cares to keep love at home. 

rhere is an art in scolding, but to practise 
it effectually we must keep our temper well in 
hand, and wait until our anger has cooled, to 


administer that word-« igation which often 





cuts more deeply than the lash ofa whip. Scold 
ings lose their efhcacy by being constantly re 
peated, but a few sharp words in season often 
act like a tonic and clear the atmosphere ot 
the home. With children, above all, if we 
wish to be respected, we should never show 
temper or raise our voice Our children are 
often our judges. ‘‘I will speak to you In an 
hour’’ acts far more powerfully than the most 
violent display of pas 

Good breeaing is shown by gentleness at 
perfect self-control under any stress of ci: 
cumstances. When the child has been spoke n 
to and knows his punishment, he must be told 
to leave the room instead of being allowed to 
reat himself to a feast of tears and a storm of 
sobs, which pave the way, if the mother is 
weak, to a reconciliation which plays havoc 
with her authority more than anything else 
can possibly do.
